Why Half the Battle Is 


Believing You 11 Get Well

REQUENTLY we hear the expression, "the one 
best bet." There is one "best bet" in medicine. No

If it were the other way, the first 
severe illness you ever had would have ended your 
career. 


What made me think of these things was the mem-
